THE SICK. 


Los Angeles Institution for. 
Their Benefit. 


One of the Largest and Most Com- 
plete Hospitals in tire State. 


The Big Brick Building Out on 
Temple Street. 


The Sisters’ Hospital—A Description of the 
Building and Its Occupants—How 
Patients are Treated—History 
of the Institution, 


Out on Beaudry avenue in this city 
stands an imposing three-story brick struc- 
ture surrounded by spacious and beautiful 
grounds, It has been there four years, is 
one of the institutions of the city, but it 
is rarely seen by visitors, rarely visited by 
the able-bodied citizens and is rarely 
spoken of. lt is the Los Angeles Infirm- 
ary, commonly known as the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital, 

Coming up the broad drive which leads to 
the gates of the grounds, the hospital pre- 
sents a splendid appearance, standing as it 
does upon a high hill overlooking the city. 
Entering at the wide gateway one finds 
himself in a beautiful little park, with 
fountains, a small lake and flowers and 
evergreens everywhere. Cheerful surround- 
ings certainly for a hospital. All about the 

rounds are scattered rustic seats and 

nches, where, on fair days, convalescent 
patients take their outing. 

Inside the building everything is neat and 
cheerful as can be, each side of the 
hall near the entrance are two lors or 
reception rooms, both furnished very 
neatly and one of them alinost [uxurious! y: 
Going down the main hallway to where it 
intersects another , one finds a num- 
ber of bedrooms al Magy furnished. ‘Tak- 
ing the side passage, the way leads back 
into a rear wing where are located four 
wards, containing from eight to ten beds 
each. The floors of the wards are covered 
with soft carpets, which give forth no noise 
from the footfalls of thenurses and attend- 
ants, wide windows open to the grounds on 
each side, — ina flood of warm and 
cheering sunlight, and allowing perfect 
ventilation, Ali the furniture in the wards 
is of a light hue, giving them 

A CHEERFUL ASPECT. 

These are now filled with patients, most 
of them a railroad men. Adjacent to 
the wards is a Le Sg operating- 
room, with operating le and all the 
necessary apvliances, 

Just across the hall is a cosy dining-room, 
where those who are able come and take 
their meals. When patients are too weak 
to leave their beds their meals are served in 
their réoms upon waiters. The kitchen is 
located at the extreme end of the wiag, and 
where no disagreeable smell from the cook- 
ing can reach the patients. The food is as 
good asis furnished at any ordinary hotel, 
is well prepared, and, when tke condition 
of the patient will permit, includes many 
delicacies. With the kitchen and dining- 
room the lower story contains 20 rooms and 
about 23 beds. 

In the second story are 28 rooms, which 
are furnished, if anything, more nicely 
than those on the first floor. All of them 
are carpeted, and not a room put has win- 
dows opening to the outside, some of them 
having as many as five. The windows are 
curtained. pictures hang upon the walls, 
and the whole a copennenee is more like home 
than a hospi the second floor are 
the pantry, bath-rooms, a where 
all preter are filled by a sister thor- 
oughly conversant with the business, and 
the sisters’ sleeping-rooms. On the ‘west 
side of the building is a long, shaded ver- 
anda where patients not yet a le to get out- 
side can sit. 

THE THIRD FLOOR. 

The third floor is much like the second, 
except that the rooms are smaller and not 
so well furnished, but they are very pleas- 
ant withall. At one end of the hallway 
isalarge room originally intended for an 
operating room, but it was found impracti- 
cable to carry the patients. up two flights of 
stairs and then carry them down again 
after an operation, so it was abandoned 
and is used as a storage room, though it is 
roomy enough to convert intoa ward 
shonld occasion require. The third story 
contains 20 rooms. 

The entire building from bottom to top is 
furnished with every appliance for comfort. 
The inside decorations are all i 
colors, the furniture is light instead of 
usual dark finish, the halls have strips of 
carpeting running their full length, the 
windows are wide and high, and the system 
of ventilation gives plenty of pure, 
air. The building, furniture and bedding 
fastidious find nothing revo lting and every- 
thing comforting in their surroundings. 
There could not be more pleasant quarters 
selected for a sick man than the hospital. 

The institution is the property of the Sis- 
ters of Charity and is conducted exclusively 
under their management. Ten sisters have 
their residence there, and give all their 
time tothe work. They do most of the 
nursing themselves, though they employ 
both male and female help, who have quar- 
ters in the building. Large as the hospital 
is, there were times last winter when every 
room and ward was full, and some patients 
were on cots. Not allof these came from 
the city, but many of them were invalids 
from the East, who took up permanent 
quarters there. Los Angeles, of course, fur- 
nished the greater portion of the patients, 
but many are brought from San Bernardino, 
Riverside, Pomona, San Diego and other 
surrounding towns. Both the Southern Pa- 

cific and Santa Fé roads send their cripples 
to the sisters, and the railroad wards are al- 
ways full. One of the crowd of men in- 
jured in the San Fernando accident two 
months ago still remains. The others have 
been cured and have gone back to work. 

NO REGULAR MEDICO., 

No special physician is employed at the 
hospital. A patient can select his own 
physician, and any reputable doctor has the 
entrée to the building. Any physician 


having a patient there visits him as he 
leases. The patient pays his physician’s 
ills. Medicine comes from the hospital 
harmacy, a little room resembling a small 
drugstore. All necessary medicines are 
kept there. The physicians are furnished 
with every convenience for writing, and, if 
they wish, for filling their prescriptions, 
though one of the sisters is a thorough 
pharmacist, and does most of the work. 

The hospital is self-supporting. It re- 
ceives no aid m the church or any out- 
side sources, and mit has always made 
enough money to keep everything going. 
Funds are derived from the rooms. Théy 
range in price from $10 to 825 per week, ac- 
cording to size and location. A patient 
renting a room is fed, nursed, has medicine 
and everything furnished him, except a 
payeicias, On the first floor is a small 

ibrary filled with choice books, and the 
patients are allowed to take these to their 
rooms. Patients have the liberty of the 
rae also, and everything possible is 

one to make their stay pleasant and their 
surroundings conducive to health. The 
patients sentin bythe railroads have their 
expenses paid by the roads at the rate of $10 
per week for each patient. They are given 
quarters in the wards, but their treatment 
is just the same as of those who sare aa 
to rent rooms,

The Switchmen Will Not Be Allowed 
to Go Back to Work. 
Save for the hurry and bustle of the’ 
passenger travel yesterday the Southern 
Pacific depot was as quiet as a country inn 
on a rainy day. The usual number of 
loungers hung around, not a few of the 
curious dropped in to see how the strike 
was coming on, and the strikers them- 
selves sat about on trunks and boxes 
lazily watching the passenger trains as they 
came and went.

DON’T WANT THE STRIKERS. : 
The road officials say that they do not 
want the strikers to réturn. They can get 
all the men they want. The day shift is al- 
ready full, and only eight men afe needed, 
and men are ready to go to work whenever 
the road wishes. No night work has been 
done yet, but the probability is that a force 
will be organized and put on duty tonight. 
Several trains were sent out yesterday. In 
the afternoon three freights were made up 
and ready to go out when the striking 
brakemen told Mr. Muir to hold the trains 
for a short time, as they were going to hold 
a meeting and decide finally upon the 
strike. The meeting would be held by the 
Brotherhood, and the majority would rule, 
and a decision would given saying 
whether or not they would go to work. 
The meeting was held at 4o0’clock with a 
full attendance of members. After being 
in session but a short time a committee 
waited on Mr. Muir and told him that they 
yielded the ‘‘scab labor” clause in their de- 
— and were ready to goto work. Mr. 


ACCEPTED THEIR SERVICES, 
the three freight trains were manned and 
inashort time went, one ata time, thun- 
dering out of the yards.

LUMBER AND LABOR. 


THE GREAT CALIFORNIA LUM. 
BER QUESTION DISOUSSED. 


The Reason Why Buildings Are De-. 
layed in Booming Cities—The Ex- 
_aminer Makes a Thorough Inves- 
tigation All Along the Line—At 
San Diego. 


Tae Times was the first paper on the 
coast to take up the lumber question, and to 
prove that the corner which has been gotten 
up by the lumber merchants is a great draw- 
back to Southern California. The Examiner 
has looked into the same subject, with the 
following result: 

The lumber ring that controls the pro- 
duction and price of lumber on this coast 
has denied its own existence, and assured 
the people of California that there is no 
such thing as a lumber trust or combina- 
tion. In several interviews the managers 
of the combination have asserted that the 
removal of the duty on lumber would 
destroy the lumber trade, put all the coast- 
wise shipping into British hands, and fail 
to reduce the price of lumber, They say 
that the duty of $2 a thousand is the -onl 
thing that prevents the mills of British 
Columbia from capturing the whole trade 
of this coast, and they make the remark- 
able statement that their margin of profit 
today is only $1 on a thovsand feet. Inci- 
dentally they profess that their main 
motive for gp mills is to furnish em- 
ployment to American laborers, and they 


to Congress in the interests 
of labor, to kill the Mills bill and retain the 
duty on lumber. 


hile Congress is considering this pa- 
triotic and benevolent prayer of the lumber 
trust, the news comes that the Humboldt 
and Mendocino Lumbermen’s Association 
has decided to shut down all mills for one 
week in each month during the summer. 
Four mills have been closed since last Mon- 
day, and 11 more will shut down next Mon- 
day. The avowed object of this action is to 
keep the supply down to the demand, but 
every dealer and builder on the coast who 
buys of the ring declares that lumber has 
been scarce for many months, and that the 
price has been kept up by diminishing the 
supply. The mills have been running on 
three-quarter time allthrough the boom, 


pand the dear workingman, for whom the 


trust is so solicitous, has 
three-quarter pay. 
A PRETENDED REDUCTION. : 

If there is no combination, no lumber 
trust, how does it happen that ail the mills 
decide to shut down at the same time and 
limit the production? The demand for lum- 
ber in the south has fallen off, and conse- 
quently the price of cargoes delivered to 
southern ports 1s reduced $1 a thousand, but 
the price in this port is not lowered, because 
the demand here has not decreased. If, as 
the ring asserts, the margin of profit has 
beer only $1, the reduction brings the price 
down to cost, and the lumber dealers will 
not make acent on cargoes landed at San 
Diego. Presumably they refrain from en- 
tirely closing the mills solely out of regard 
for their three-quarter-time 

The reduced price is on pine lumber, in 
which the trust is principally interested, but 
the mills that are closed are mostly in the 
redwood region.. The mills that closed last 
Monday are the following: Humboldt Mill 
and Lumber Company, at North Fork; 
Chandler, Jackson & Oo., North Fork; 
Minor, Kirk & Co., Warren Creek, and the 
Milford Land and Lumber Company’s mill 
at Salmon Creek. Those which will shut

Renton, Holmes & Co. owned the mill re- 
cently burned at Port Blakely, and they are 
replacing it with one of the biggest mills on 
the coast.

would dare to buy the eargo because he 
could never buy a foot of lumber )from the 
combination after that. The vessel and the 
dealer would be boycotted by all of us. A 
logger who should sell toa competing mill 
would be treated the same way. Moreover, 
we control all or wearly all the lumber 
yards and docks in this city. So you see 
that it would require immense resources to 
compete with us, and anybody who has 
capital enough to build mills, buy vessels 
and run lumber yards ig not going to waste 
it in an attempt to undersell us when he 
can increase it by standing in and getting 
a big price for his lumber. If necessary, 
the combination could throw open its 
yards to the retail trade, and soon run out 
anybody who should cut the price.’ 

“You can see by this just how much the 
lumber trust is willing to sacrifice itself for 
the sake of building up the American coast- 
ing trade. Let any coaster try to build up 
trade for, himself, and the trust will show 
him whois running this country and pro- 
tecting American labor, duty or no duty. 

THE PROFITS OF THE TRUSTS. 

“The trust says that a reduction of a 
thousand would close up the mills, ruin the 
coasting trade and enrich the blasted Brit- 
isher. The price of lumber in this market 
is $22.50 a thousand. it costs #13 piled up 
in the yard. Here is the itemized statement 
of cost: :

“If the mill owns the timber, it costs

for lumber can be reckoned by the score. 
Building Inspector Thielan says that 
dozens of persons tell him each day that 
they desire to build co mansions or 
business blocks, but cannot do so while 
lumber is worth almost 2 cents apound. A 
prominent banker said there was no doubt 
that the lumber pool was harming the city 
to an extent that could only be realized by 
investigation. The lumber companies here 
gave the Examiner reporter the following 
uotations, all agreeing upon the price: 

erchantable rough, flooring No. 1, 
$38 and $40; rustic redwood No’ 1, $42.50, 
and No, 2, $38.50; shingles, $3.75 per bundle 
of 200 shingles. They state that the price

ART HISTORY. 


THE PICTORIAL ARTS OF JAPAN 
—~THEIR 


Divine Art Is for the Ages—The Dif- 
ference Between Crude-and Fin- 
ished Art—The Art Schools of 
Japan—Lacquer Work. 


NO. II. 

I was studying a few days'since some 
marvelous specimens of Japanese 
lacquer work in which were set tiny 
landscapes with flashing rivers, shin- 
ing waterfalls, and mountains on which 
summer shadows lay beside glinting 
sunbeams. Very deftly had the artist’s 
skill wrought every detail upon the 
lacquered surface, and [ said, surely 
here is a touch of civilization such as no 
people can excel. 

I was talking with Mr. Sloan, of 
Sloan & Mudge, who is the prince of 
art-lovers, and who has made a study 
of Japanese art, and he spoke of the 
little that Americans ordinarily know 
of the artistic creation of this surpris- 
ing peopie. ‘‘I have been deeply inter- 
ested in the study,” he said, ‘‘and it 
has been arevelation to me, asit would 
be to any one who would take the pains 
to inform themselves in regard to 
Japanese art.”’ 

The history and technique of the 
lacquer industry have been fully de- 
8 ribed by Mr. Quin in Audsley’s ‘‘Or- 
Atte of Japan,’’ and in the 
work entitled ‘‘Transactions of the 
Asiatic Society of Japan.”’ The art of 
lacquering as a mere process of var- 
nishing must have existed in the mid- 
dle of the sixth century, but the sey- 
enth and eighth centuries witnessed an 
almost phenomenal advance of the art, 
and from A. D. 798 lacquering was 
ranked among the esthetic arts of the 
age. The manufacture of red and black 
lacquer a near the latter part of 
the seventh century. ‘The lacquer trees 
became the subjecc of an imperial edict, 
and it was ordered that they should be 


in all the gardens of Japan—a |W 


xed-number within certain areas. The 
skilled work of lacquering seemed to 
possess wonderful fascination for the 
Japanese even in that period of the in- 
fancy of the art, and some time before 
the middle of the eighth century inlaid 
work of mother-of-pearl was invented, 
and lacquer inlaid with silver, and the 
admixture of gold powder with varnish 
was also another step forward in the 
art of that century. And to this ad- 
vance was added also the application 
of pictorial design to the decoration of 
their productions. 

I used to find the Japanese de 
ment of the Smithsonian Institute at 
Washington one of the most interest- 
ing of all its departments, for there 
the story of Japanese art is ew ipo 
told in the collection displayed. The 
most skilled and finished workmanship 
appears, as well as the ruder touches 
of art.. The first trace of metal work 
in Japan is found in bronze arrow- 
heads and bells, the antiquity of which 
is unknown. These were succeeded by 
the mirror, while helmets and breast- 
plates, adorned with beaten gold, 
were known to the fourth century. A 
surprising degree of skill had been at- 
tained in metal work by the eighth 
century, when magnificent open-work 
lanterns were wrought, together with 
vases and incense-burners, coronets, 
swords and Buddhist images. 
thousand years ago the Japanese were 
skilled in metal work, as is shown by the 
great bronzes that adorned the ancient 
capital of Nara. The art of that pe- 
riod, which still survives the touch of 
time, proves the Japanese to have then 
been an energetic and intellectual race, 
possessing wonderful powers of concep- 
tion and courageous effort. But unfor- 
tunately those rapid strides of progress 
have not been maintained through the 
succeeding centuries, although in cer- 
tain directions art has not been allowed 
to languish. 

By the middle of the ninth cen- 
tury pictorial art was essayed by the 
brush of native painters. he paint- 
er’s canvas was used for impressive 
themes. It was made the enunciator 
ef Buddhistic theology, as well as his- 
teric story. It was an apostle to sow 
the seeds of new religious thought. 
Says the author of ‘Pictorial Arts of 
J apan 

“The initial wave of art, extending 
over a term of about 300 years, may be 
regarded as one of education, and was 
created by Kose-no-Kanaoka. The 
second period of Buddhist art may be 
considered to begin with the advent of 
Kose-no-Kanaoka, who, though uncon- 
nected with the church and epjoyin 
an extraordin reputation in wha 
may be termed the secular branches of 
painting, must be regarded as the 
sroehaas of the early Butsu-ye artists. 
At the present day the on 

aintings that can be accepted as genu- 

ne works of his brush are Buddhistic 
and his descendants, who can be traced 
in a fairly unbroken line for more than 
five centuries, appear to have directed 
their chief efforts to the production of 
sacred pictures, and took their places 
in the first ranks of the artists of their 
respective periods.”’ 

“The Butsu-ye, or true Buddhist pic- 
ture, has certain distinctive peculiari- 
ties. Gold was an essential of the Budd- 
hist altar-piece, and was u with an 
unsparing hand. The pigmerNs chosen 
to harmonize with the display were 
generally body colors, of the most pro- 
nounced hues, untoned by any trace of 
chiaroscuro. Such materials as these 
would sorely try the average artist, but 
the oriental painter knew how to dis- 
pose them without risk of falling into 
crudeness or vulgarity, and the pre- 
cious metal, however lavishly applied, 
was distributed over the picture with a 
judgment that would make it difficult 
to alter or remove anything without 
deterioration of the beauty of the 
whole.”’ 

After Kanaoka’s death, there were 
no new schools of painting recognized 
in Japan for more than a century. The 
Chinese and Buddhistic schools held the 
supremacy. But the eleventh cen- 
tu evolved the Yamato school, 
which developed a_ style whose 
of treatment and 
tive ve survived to the present 
day. It applied itself to the 
illustration of native themes, and 
developed certain characteristics of 
drawing and coloring which distin- 
guish it from the works of the old 
Chinese painters. Art is frequently 
the most graphic instrument of history. 
The painter’s brush often tells more 
of the life of a people upon a single 
canvas than pages of written story. 
And when a people is sufficiently ad- 
vanced to portray with exactness the 
different phases of its daily life we 
may credit them with no small degree 
of advancement. How wide the differ- 
ence between the rude efforts of the 
barbarian and the divine productions 
of a a pee and a Michael Angelo. 
The one is the merest dull outline, the 
other a perfect creation, indicative of 
the highest culture and breadth of 
thought.

SANTA MONICA, May 26.—[Corre- 
spondence of THe Times.] Notwith- 
standing the persistent cool weather, 
large numbers are beginning to come 
down tothe pretty little town by the 
sea, and the shouts of the merry 
bathers. in the surf are héard all day 
long.

This powerful 
corporation, numbering among its di- 
rectors and managers some of the 
ablest railroad men in the country, has 
not formerly looked upon the southern 
part of the State with that favor to 
which she believed herself entitled, 
and more than once has Los Angeles 
suffered in consequence. ‘his was not 
because they did not know better, but 
their interests were all in the north 
and consequently it suited them better 
to ignore the “cow counties,” for 
which anything would do. But the 
the town grew apace, slowly at 
first, but surely, and, after awhile, 
began to attract attention. Senator 
Jones built his road to Santa Monica, 
thus giving the “future great’ of 
Southern California its first rail com- 
munication with salt water. This road 
was soon absorbed by the Southern 
Pacific, the traffic was diverted to Wil- 
mington, wharves were built, and for a 
time the limited facilities thus afforded 
were ample to meet all demands. 
Then, as commerce increased, the road 
was extended to San Pedro, greater 
wharf facilities were afforded, and in- 
creased after a fashion, as they were 
needed. There was another long wait. 
Then the Santa Fé came in, competi- 
tion grew up, there was talk of other 
harbors, one or two were projected, and 
the most phenomenal development in 
the history of the country was inaugur- 
ated in Southern California, with Los 
Angeles as the center. In the mean- 
time, however, the Southern Pacific 
people had not been asleep. As before 
stated, they were shrewd, long-headed, 
practical business men, with an eye to 
the main chance, and quick to take ad- 
vantage ef every opportunity, as it 
presented itself. They knew that they 
had the key to the situation in the port 
of San Pedro, and could afford to wait. 
Year by year the business of Los An- 
geles increased, until finally the re- 
sources of the company were strained 
to handle it, and, at the same 
time look out for its numerous 
interests throughout the State. The 
commerce had literally outgrown the 
harbor at San Pedro, which was good, 
so farasit went. There was one great 
difficulty, however, in the way of hand- 
ling this immense business, and that 
was lack of water. Paradoxical as 
this may seem, whefh it is remembered 
that the whole big Pacific was at hand, 
nevertheless itis a fact. The bar at 
the mouth of the harbor prevents 
ships of heavy burthen from passing 
inside, and they were compelled to 
anchor in the open roadstead, the 
cargo being carried to the wharves in 
lighters. Aside from the additional 
expense entailed by this system, the 
great delay in loading and discharging 
vessels was a source of endless annoy- 
ance, and, with the actual money paid 
out, imposed a tax approximating half 
a million yearlyon shipping at this 
port. As is well known, money talks, 
and the expenditure of this large sum 
annually set the Southern.Pacific peo- 
ple to thinking. It did not take them 
long to make up their minds. They 
had an idea of what was wanted, but, 
hike practical business men, they con- 
cluded to first look over the ground in 
person, and then determine upon the 
best plan of action. Accordingly, 
some two months ago, C. P. Hunting- 
‘ton came out from the East, and, with 
Charles Crocker, Messrs. Hood and 
Strowbridge and others, together 
with Capt. Mendell, United 
States Army Engineer Corps, made 
an inspection of the _ entire 
system on the ‘coast. The San Pedro 
Harbor was carefully looked into, its 
deficiencies pointed out, and its possi- 
bilities discussed. It was seen that 
more was needed than could be got out 
of the present harbor, and when this 
was determined, the, gentlemen inter- 
ested at once decided to go further out, 
and provide a harbor whree the largest 
yessels could be accommodated, and of

tribution over the entire country. For 
the purpose of carrying out this great 


renterprise, involving an expenditure of 


several million dollars, a corporation to 
be known as the San Pedro Harbor. 
Dock and Land Company was organ- 
ized, the plans were drawn, and active 
operations at once commenced. The 
contemplated improvements were 
briefly referred to a few weeks ago in 
Tue Trees, in an interview with Gen- 
eral Superintendent Fillmore of the 
Southern Pacific, and in order to see 
what progress had been made, a re- 
porter was yesterday sent out to go 
over the grounds and report progress. 
Although buta comparatively short 
time has elapsed since the enterprise 
was inaugurated, a vast amount of 
work has been done. The new harbor 
will be at Point Firmin, between two 
and two anda half miles from the 
present steamer wharf, and will be 
amply protected by a breakwater at 
Portuguese Bend. The track has al- 
ready been laid out to the harbor, 
which will be known as San Pedro Har- 
bor, and is constrncted in the most 
substantial manner, 6l-pound steel 
rails being used throughout. The 
new track leaves the main system just 
before the main water front is reached, 
and ascends the biuff bya cut ata 
sharp incline. On top of the bluff the 
land is level, andthe road skirts along 
the edge, mainly, but in one place 
makes a detour of several hundred 
yards. Just before the cut leading to 
the wharves is reached ayard has been 
laid out, and eight tracks have 
already. been laid, with switches in po- 
sition, and ¢verything in complete or- 
der for bysiness, The road is also 
double tracked for a considerable part 
of the way, and the iron is laid in the 
cut to the water’s edge. No water has 
yet been developed, but the machinery 
is on the ground, and all the structures 
necessary for the work have been 
erected for the sinking of a nine inch 
well. Mr. Parkhurst has charge of 
the work at this point, and will com- 
mence boring today (Monday). All 
preparations have been made to go at 
least 2000 feet, and even deeper if nec- 
essary, and if not successful at this 
point another effort will be made. 
There are now six men getting every- 
thing in readiness, which force will be 
largely increased as soon as actual op- 
erations begin. This is all that is in 
progress at the present time. 

At the new harbor nothing has been 
done as yet beyond taking soundings 
to determine the depth of the water, 
and driving a few piles to test the 
character of the bottom. All the plans 
are ready, however, and actual work 
will commence in a few days. The 
contemplated docks will be the largest 
on the coast. The main dock will have 
a depth of 37 feet of water, will be 2250 
feet long and 164 feet wide, and, with 
smaller docks, will have a capacity for 
at least 200 vessels. These docks will 
all be constructed in the most thorough 
and substantial manner, and will be” 
provided with every convenience to 
facilitate the loading and discharging 
of vessels. There will also be coal 
bunkers with a capacity of 20,000 tons, 
so situated that they will be filled 
directly from the vessels, and cars will 
be loaded by being run under the bunk- 
ers, the conformation of the ground be- 
ing such that this is practicable, and: 
really saving the expense of one hand- 
ling, and, as the company will handle 
its own product, insuring cheap fuel. 
Plans have already been accepted for 
the construction of a $50,000 hotel on 
the highest spot on Point Firmin, with 
accommodations for about 200 guests. 
The view from this point is superb, and 
the hotel will doubtless be a favorite 
summer resort. 

The railroad company will also erect 
four large fire-proof warehouses, each 
100x600 feet, and several parties will 
also erect business blocks. A townsite 
has already been laid out, and there 
has been some demand for building 
lots, but they have not yet b3en put on 
the market, nor will they be for some 
weeks yet. All these improvements 
will be pushed forward as fast as money 
will do it, and, in addition to all this, 
oil indications are very favorable all 
over this section, and several parties 
are anxious to get in and develop 
petroleum, if it can be done. Alto- 
gether, San Pedro Harbor is a great in- 
stitution, and, if the plans as proposed 
are carried out, it will be a great thing, 
not only for Los Angeles, but this 
whole southern country. :

Los Angeles is a city of churches, 
and still she is adding to their number. 
From almost every street of this cos- 
mopolitan city rises the slender church 
spire. No Puritan city provides more 
or better houses of worship for its citi- 
zens, and no such city shows better at- 
tendance upon public worship than 
does Los Angeles. With the dawn of 
the Sabbath.a hush falls upon our busy 
streets. The surging, active life of the 
week days, the sound of traffic, and 
the roar of industry is all hushed. The 
Sabbath is upon our streets, in our 


places of business and in our homes. 


There ig nothing to remind us that a 
whole continent of space lies between 
us and the spot where landed our I il- 
grim fathers. The principles enunci- 
ated upon the bleak shores of the At- 
lantic oat been transplanted and are 
growing no less firmly beside these 
Pacific seas. The right to worship God 
according to the dictates of our own 
consciences is accorded us here, and 
Protestant church spires and mission 
towers alike rise under the blue of our 
spreading skies. We realize that we 
are one people who populate this great 
coritinent, one in religious freedom as 
well as in political faith, Massachu- 
setts is no more Puritan today than is 
California.

THE DYING GENERAL. 


Sheridan Hovering Between 
Life and Death. 


His Physicians’ Bulletins Hold Out No 
Hope of Recovery. 


His Death Declared Only a Question 
of a Few Hours Now. 


Scenes About the Bedside of the Dying Veteran— 
The Feebleness of His Heart Causes His 
Langs to Fall—The Latest 
Balletins,

WASHINGTON, May 27.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}| The physicians in attendance 
upon Gen. Sheridan held a consultation at 
8 o’clock this morning, and subsequently 
issued the following bulletin: | 

Gen. Sheridan has rested fairly well 
during the latter part of the night, and has 
taken a sufficient quantity of nourishment. 
His pulse at this hour is 112 and strong. 
His breathing has been labored at times 
during the night, but has been improving 
constantly since 4 a.m. The unfavorable 
symptoms reported last evening were not 
relieved until 4 o’clock. There is less 
cedema of the lower extremities. He ex- 

ressed himself as rested and feeling com- 


ortable.

ALL HOPE ABANDONED. 

At 10:30 p.m. all hope has been aban- 
doned, and it is not believed that Gen.

To an inquiry made at 11:30 p.m. as to 
Gen. Sheridan’s condition, the answer re- 
turned was: “He is hovering between life 
and death.” 

Gen. Sheridan’s condition is much worse 
than it was last “—_ He appears to be 
gradually sinking. is strength is zradu- 
ally failing, and while there has been no 
recurrence of heart failure, there 1s a con- 
tinual tendency in that direction, and his 

ulse has been growing weaker and his 

reathing more labored. His blood is thick 
and black. Ever since the attack last night, 
the physicians have been doing everything 
in their power to stimulate the action of the 
heart, but without success and its beating is 
feeble and uncertain, despite the adminis- 
tration of digatalis and other powerful 
remedies. His strength has gradually 
failed during the day, and the hope that he 
would be able to rally has proved illusive. 

DURING THE DAY. 
Gen. Sheridan rested well during the

‘or information as to his condition, The 
callers included many persons well known 
in Washington life, and a considerable 
number of them were ladies. The President 
sent a bouquet of flowers and a note of sym- 
thy to Mrs. Sheridan. He asked to be in- 
ormed of the General’s condition, and ex- 
ressed a sincere hope that his life would 
Se spared. Gen. Sheridan has been a great 
favorite with the President, who admires 
his frank, open manner of expressing his 
opinions on current topics and his pecu- 
liarly pleasing way of emphasizing state-

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“SLOW PROGRESS. 


‘Congress Far Behind in the 
Session’s Work. 


The Fight Over the Fisheries Treaty 
and Secret Sessions.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Bills for the admission of 
North Dakota, Montana and Washington 
Territories are “special order’ on the Sen- 
ate calendar for the coming week. The In- 
dian Appropriation Bill will probably be 
called up on Monday or Tuesday, and will 
consume a day or more, and the River and 
Harbor Bill, which will be reported tomor- 
row, may be called up before the end of the 
week. The fisheries treaty remains a matter 
of dominant interest in the Senate, and 
promises to displace special orders and all 
other business, except appropriation bills, 
until it is acted upon. The course of events, 
however, will depend largely upon the ac- 
tion of the Democrats in the caucus to be 
held tomorrow morning. They have the 
power to delay action indefinitely upon 
the motion to consider the treaty 
with open doors, which is the pending 
question, but actual filibustefing, though so 
long threatened, has not yet begun. 

There are other matters of executive busi- 
ness of great importance before the Senate 
or its committees, in respect to which the 
Democrats desire early action, among them 
the nomination of Mr. Fuller to be Chief 
Justice, and all of these will most probably 
be delayed as a consequence of any dilatory 
movements in connection with the motion 
totake up the treaty. The belief is ex- 
pressed by Senators of both parties that at 
the next secret session a vote will be 
reached, and that the Democrats wili con- 
tent themselves with voting in the nega- 
tive. They will thus help make a quorum, 
and will allow the majority to be responsi- 
ble - admitting the public to hear the dis- 


cussion. 
Should all this take «place, however, it 
will still remain in the power of any two 
nators, under the rule, whichis applica- 
le to legislative as well as executive busi- 
pee to eject the public and close the doors 
at will. Therule has been invoked in re- 
cent years only to summarily shut off some 
Senator who wished to have an open vote 
ona proposition to admit the public to ex- 
ecutive sessions, and it seems to have been 
invented for use in just such cases. But it 
is well adapted to other uses. Inasmuch as 
a strong minority of Senators are bitterly 
oppo to the present proposed innovation, 
it is apprehended that its use may become 
common during the fisheries debate. 
Only one executive session with open 
rscan be recalled by men whose mem- 
ory covers the proceedings of the Senate for 
a period of more than 40 years. This was a 
session of two or three minutes, had on the 
day of President Arthur’s administra- 
tion, on which occasion the message nomi- 
nating Gen. Grant for general on the re- 
tired list of the army was received and 
actei upon. This exceptional course was 
recommended by tlie President and adopted 
in defiance of the rules by the Senate as an 
extraordinary mark of respect to the nomi- 
nee. 
The House tomorrow will probably con- 
consideration of the Legislative, 
ecutive and Judicial Appropriation Bilis. 
The ‘far.ff Bill will then taken up for 
cousideration, debate under the 5-minute 
rule being in order. The Kepublicans will 
doubtless pursue the caucus policy of oppos- 
ing every paragraph of the bill by offering 
amendments and demanding votes upon 
them so that the end of the work is not 
likely to show any material penprene toward 
the final disposition of the bill. The state 
of the appropriation bills does not compare 
favorably with their condition during the 
long session, although business was 
then much below the average. Up to the 
resent date but ‘wo of the 14 appropriation 
ills have passed both houses, the Military 
Academy and Pension bills. Five more 
have passed the House, namely, the Post- 
office, Diplomatic, District of Columbia, 
Indian and River and Harbor bills, one 
(the Legislative) is pending. Six have not 
yet been reported from the committees. 
5 ney are the Sundry Civil, Army, Navy, 
Fortification, Agricultural and neral 
Deficiency Appropriation bills. At the 
corresponding period in the Forty-ninth 
Congress nine of the appropriation bills 
had passed the House, and three had passed 
the Senate, which was just one-third more 
than have been similarly disposed of this 
session,

The Senator Explains the Objects of 
His University. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Just before Senator Stanford 
left the city for Europe he expressed him- 
self as follows with respect to the objects 
and purposes of the Leland Stanford, Jr., 
University of California! 
objects of the institution are set forth in the 
articles of endowment, but there is, of 
course, mueh not set forth in them. I may 
say that I propose that the institution shall 


have steadily in view the possibilities of | 


humanity and how to realize them. In this 
institution I desire that the students shall 
be made to appreciate the evil consequences 
of intemperance. There are probably in 
California today more adult men engaged 
in selling distilled liquor than are engaged 
in tilling the soil, and I am satisfied, taking 
the country at large, that with the waste of 
time of the numbers of people engaged in 
selling, and the waste consequent 
on consumers, there is a loss to 
the country in general fully equal to 25 per 
cent. of the power of production. 1 want 
the education of the students to be such as 
shall give them a realizing sense of the im- 
portance of temperance. I desire every 
student to have opportunity to — 
learn how to cultivate the soil for every 
branch of agriculture. Particular attention 
will bé given to the subject of coiperation. 
I want in this school that one sex shall have 
equal advantages with the other, and l 
want particularly that females shall have 
oa to them every employment suitable to 
eir sex. I believe that in doing so they 
will be stronger physically and mentally 
and better fitted for wives and mothers. 
And I believe that if the avocations of life 
are thrown open te them without their en- 
gaging in anything unsuitable to their sex, 
they can add another 25 per cent. to the 
power of production of the country, 
and this will. go far toward realiz- 
ing the possibility of giving comfort 
and elegance to all. AsI desire this insti- 
tution todeal particularly with the welfare 
of the masses, it will be open to the r 
as wellas the rich, and the price of tuition 
will be so moderate as to be within the 
reach of most people.

Their Methods Hliustrated in a San 
Diego Case. 
{San Diego Unio#i.] 

‘Justice Boone’s court was again the 
resort of all Chinatown yesterday, and 
San Diego ot high and low 
degree, crowd about the doorways 
and windows, peering through the wire 
screens with their almond eyes and 
trying to catch every word of the Chi- 
nese testimony in the great highbinder 
crime. Ah Toy, the robbed and muti- 
lated victim, resumed her testimony, 
but nothing of importance was added 
to her story of yesterday. Man Sing, 
the fat and fastidious villain, and Ah 
Chung, the thin and dirty villain, wore 
the same air of utter unconcern, and 
Loey, the grand mogul-of the Sing 
Yek Company, again appeared as the 
shrewd and active assistant of the at- 
torney for the defense. 

Deputy Constables Kerran and Mo- 
rey of Russcll’s force testified regarding 
the circumstances of the arrest, which 
have already been given in the columns 
of the Union. Assoonas Ah Toy had 
succeeded in giving the alarm, she was 
released from the gag and cords with

The crime has created intense excite- 
ment and consternation among the 
Chinese companies in Chinatewn, and 
those who are not members of the Sing 
Yek Comnera which they claim has 
empioyed a band of thugs to kill and 
rob them unless they pay tribute, are 
preparing to make a desperate resist- 
ance and defend themselves against 
the highbinders. Every business house 
and household in Chinatown now has 
force of guards, and every Mon- 

go carries a long knife in folds 
of his blouse.

A FISHERMAN HAS A TERRIBLE 
EX PEK KIENOK. 


Wrecked on One of the Coronado 
Islands and Obliged to Subsist tor 


Nearly a Fortnight on Kaw

The yacht Dorris returned this morn- 
ing from a two days’ cruise in adja- 
cent waters, and landed about 9 o’clock 
at Carlson & Higgins’ new wharf, at 
the foot of H street. The Dorris had 
on board a Swede fisherman named 
Peter Olsen, who was picked up yes- 
terday ina starving condition on one 
of the Coronado islands. Olson was

pretty well tired out, I succeeded in 
reaching the shore, but was disap- 
pointed at finding rocky cliffs on all 
sides. I swam fully half a mile 
further, and was about ready to give in 
when I succeeded in making shore on a 
ledge of rock. I was cold and tired, 
and made no effort that night to better. 
my condition by finding a place to sit, 
but I —~ y right down there on the 
ledge, only a little higher up from 
where I landed. Here I spent the 
night. 

‘I sl 


ept very little that night, owing 
to my wet clothing and the fear of be- 
ing bitten by some ‘insects or reptiles. 
ly in the morning I took off my 
clothing and laid the different gar- 
ments on the rocks to dry. The sun 
was shining warm and bright, and I 
felt comfortable, even though I was 
ust about naked. About 10 o’clock 
put on my clothing again, and looked 
about the island. ere were rocks 
everywhere. The whole island is a 
solid mass of stones. Only in a few 
nooks and crevices did I find vegeta- 
tion, and then but a few bunches of 
ass Or an occasional piece of moss. 
found considerable difficulty in reach- 
ing the other side of the island, owin 
to the huge boulders, which seeme 
iled one on top of the other, regard- 
ess of method. It seemed to me that 
© great giant had amused himself 
throwing the rocks and then making 
a great monument of stone just for the 
fun of the thing. I satisfied my hun- 
ger the first day or two by eating shell 
h, but this grew monotonous, and I 
began looking around for other food. 
“I could plainly see San Di from 
the island, and when the weather was 
clear I could almost distinguish people 
walking about on the beach at Coro- 
nado. e big hotel | could see dis- 
tinctly, and when Sunday came I knew 
what day it was by the absence of 
smoke from the shops in the city. Last 
Monday, I think it was, the Ensenada 
steamer sailed past the island net more 
than a mile away, but as I had no fire 


- OF any matches with which to. make 


which had 


one, 1 could not signal the beat. I did 
try.to get the attention of the people 
on board by waving my coat, but I had 
no idea that they would seeme. On 
the south side of the island I found an 
old landing place, a sort of wharf 
used years ago by the 
Mexiean Government as a naval supply 
station. Here I made things more 
comfortable by building a sort of shed 
or hut with pieces of driftwood and 
several old timbers from the tumble- 
down wharf. : 
“When the third day had passed I 
was just about starved to death. I 
1 had some fishing lines in my 
acket, and from the wharf I succeeded 
n catching plenty of fish, but as 1 had 
no I was compelled to eat them 
raw. It went pretty hard at first, but 
I had to do it or starve, and I therefore 
rather preferred raw fish. The first of 
this week I was taken with vomiting 
— and lay sick for nearly two days. 
en I got out in the sunshine again 
youneeay morning I began to feel bet- 
r. Isaw the yacht Dorris near the 
island late last night, and all night 
long watched the little craft, and 
— myself hoarse at intervals, try- 
ng to get the attention of the men on 
board. About daybreak this morning 
I ig them not over a quarter ofa 
mile away, putting their lines for an 
early morning catch of fish. I yelled 
and shouted to them at the top of my 
lungs, and they saw me. It touk some 
little trouble for them to make a land- 
ing and get me on board, but they did 
it, and here I am, a little the worse for 
my experience, but still in the ring.” 


RIGHT £0 TRIAL BY JURY. 


Decision of the Supreme Court in the 


. Musician Boycott Case. 
[Washington Star. | 


The Supreme Court today rendered 


an opinion in what is known asthe 
musician boycott case of Callan et al. 
against A. A. Wilson, Marshal of the 
District of Columbia. Callan and 
others were convicted in the District 
Police Court of conspiring to break 
up the business of another mu- 
sician who declined to comply 
with certain rules of the Musicians’ 
Union. Callan demanded a trial by 
jury, and this being denied, application 
was made, after he had been convicted, 
for a writ of habeas corpus, which was 
denied by the Supreme Court of the 
district of Columbia, An appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court, which re- 
verses the judgment of the lower court 
and orders the granting of the writ, 
thus releasing Callan from custody. 
The decision was based on the ground 
that the Constitution gave the persons 

convicted the right of frial by jury. 
This decision has been looked for- 
ward to with very great interest as one 
involving the constitutionality of the 
Police Court. It was rendered by Jus- 
tice Harlan and was quite valussioons. 
citing many rulings and precedents. 
The result was that the judgment of 
the lower court was reversed and the 
case remanded for trial by jury. After 
reciting the tacts of the case, Justice 
Harlan says: “The contention of the 
titioner is that he is restrained of his 
iberty in. violation of the Constitu- 
tion.” After explaining the provisions 
of the Constitution as to the right of 

trial by jury, the opinion proceeds: 
*But the argument made in behalf 
of the Government implies, if it does 
not concede, that if Congress should 
furnish the Police Court with a grand 
jury, and authorize that court to try, 
without a petit jury, all persons in- 
dicted for crimes committed in the dis- 
trict, even those for which punishment 
was confinement in the 
such legislation could not an inva- 
ald he constitutional right of trial 
by , if the accused, after being 
and sentenced in the Police

to the accused the right to be tried 
by a jury in an appellate court after 
he has been once fully tried against his 
protest, otherwise than by a jury, and 
sentenced to pay a fine, or be impris- 
oned for not paying 1t, does not satisfy 
the requirements of the Constitution as 
it was understood by the framers of 
that instrument, or by the people who 
it. 

‘*When, therefore, the appellant was 
brought before the Supreme Court of 
the District, and the fact was dis- 
closed that he had been adjudged 
guilty of the crime of conspiracy 
charged in the information in this case 
without having been tried by a jury, 
although one was demanded, he should 
have been restored to his liberty. For 
the reasons stated the judgment is re- 
versed and the cause remanded with 
directions to discharge the appellant 
from custody.” 

Among lawyers different opinions 
were expressed as to the effect of the 
decision, but the general opinion 
seemed to be that it related only to the 
classes of cases described; that it does 
not bases the general powers of the 
court. 

The decision of the court today set- 
tles the case of Callan, whois released 
from custody. The action to be taken 
in the cases of the defendants in the 
boycott cases convicted with Callan in 
the Police Court will not be determined 
until next week. 

As the decision is generally under- 
stood, it only affects the cases brought 
in behalf of the United States, and will 
not lessen the number of cases Prought 
before the Police Court. They will be 
presented on warrants which the ceurt 
will still try, only hear the witnesses 
for the prosecution, and if the cha 
is sustained to the satisfaction of the 
court, the cases will be sent along to 
the Grand Jury. In these cases are in- 
cluded all simple assaults, fights and 
trifling thefts, and in many in- 
stances it would cost the Government 
a large sum where the fine would 
probably not be more than $1. If 
such is the decision the duties of the 
Prosecuting Attorney will be materially 
lessoned. Heretofore such cases as 
conspiracy and linel were always tried 
on warrants and sent to the Grand 
Jury, but some months ago the Court 
in General Term in rendering a de- 
cision in the case of the United States 
against Marshal, it was held that the 
Police Court had power to try such 
cases, and since that time several cases 
of libel had been tried. Others think 
that the Court is given power to try all 
misdemeanors, the only question being 
what is a misdemeauor.
